
C ARLOS MARCELLO will soon ap- 
pear in the full glare of the national 
spotlight. To the underworld, he is 
known as “the little man” because of his 
five-foot-two height. But he is, accord- 
ing to Justice Department files, the 
biggest little man in organized crime 
Federal investigators say his domain 
now stretches from New Orleans to 
Dallas. 

To the House Assassinations Com- 
mittee,- Marcello is probably the chief 
suspect in the John F. Kennedy assassi- 
nation plot. The committee will not 
point a direct finger at Marcello but. 
will lay out a “web of circumstances. ” 

The accused assassin, Lee Harvey 
Oswald, had conspiratorial ties to New 
Orleans. Eight witnesses have testified 
that they saw Oswald in the company of 
David Ferrie, who has been identified us 
a pilot and investigator for Marcello.

nPHE' COMMITTEE WILL cite other 
-*• “reliable” witnesses, who will claim 
that Oswald and Ferrie became ac- 
quainted as members of the New 
Orleans civil air patrol. The two were 
also seen together in a limousine at 
Clinton, La., in the summer of 1963. And 
Oswald used the famous 544 Camp 
Street address in New Orleans, a place 
where Ferrie also had offices. 

Marcello has testified that he and 
Ferrie were together at the federal 
courthouse in New Orleans at the time 
of the Kennedy assassination. If Oswald 
could be traced to Marcello, as the 
investigators suspect, then the mobster 


would want to eliminate Oswald. 

In fact. Jack Ruby murdered Os : 
wald while he was in the custody of his 
police escorts. The committee found no 
personal links between Marcello and 
Rufcy. But there were indirect links 
which the investigators thought were 
significant. Both Marcello and Ruby 
placed calls, for example, to Nofio 
Fecora at the same telephone number 
at Tropical Court Tourist Park in New 
Orleans. Pecora was identified by law 
enforcement officials as one of Marcel- 
lo's three most trusted aides.

Marcello’s man Ferrie also spoke for 15 
minutes to a Jean West in September, 
1963, who turned up at the Cabana 
Mo Eel m Dallas where she had drinks 
with Ruby on November 21, 1963. 

^ The committee will also allege that 
Dallas mob leader Joe Civello helped 
Marcello take over the Dallas under- 
world. Ruby was a longtime friend of 
Civello. 

Finally, the committee has re- 
viewed the FBFs surveillance tran- 
scripts on most major organized crime 
figures. These showed that they hated 
the* Kennedy's and talked about killin g 
them. But the transcripts cleared them 
of any actual complicity in the assassi- 
nation. Marcello was not kept under 
electronic surveillance during the assas- 
s i ;* i a 1 1 on pe n od . Th ere is no surveillance 
iran script, therefore, to clear him.
